and keeping it there for about thirty 
minutes. It is then rapidly cooled and 
must be kept cool until entirely used. 
The subsequent handling of pasteu­ 
rized milk requires more careful at­ 
tent ion than Hie handling 
of

milk. 
I’asteurization outfits may be 
obtained at almost any drug store at 
the present time, but one can be im­ 
provised at home by using an ordi­ 
nary coxered tin bucket, in xvhich the 
bottles are placed, immensed up to 
their necks in xvater.
